N pleasurable anticipation of “the 
| Break ’’—an interval in the middle’ of 
the training-season of the “ Army of the 
Rhine '—we had planned a leisurely: ten 
days’ motor tour in Baden, Wurtemberg 
and Bavaria. Our idea was to see’ old 
places and the unspoiled countryside, and 
to avoid as far as possible the larger 
oe mé ane areas. We intended 

see first Worms and ‘‘ Spires,’ upon 
the Rhine, and then to strike vant 45 
Heidelberg, Mergentheim and the almost 
legendary Rothenburg. After that we 
would continue east again to Ansbach and 
Nuremberg, and south-east to Ratisbon 
upon the Danube. Beyond Ratisbon we 
were undecided whether to return by a 
northward sweep, which would take us 
through the Upper Palatinate and Upper 
Franconia, via Bayreuth, or by a southern 
one, upstream along the Danube, via 
Ingolstadt and Donauworth, and thence 
back to Wiesbaden through Middle 
Franconia and the valley of the Main. 

_In the end the second of these alterna- 
tives ‘was the ‘one we chose. The 
result was a ‘very beautiful experience. 
Let me say at once that roads were on 
the whole, excellent, and well kept up, 
that petrol and supplies were to be had 
everywhere and quite good garaging, that 
the hotels were clean and comfortable, 
even in ‘the ‘“temoter districts, “and 
reasonably cheap, with good plain food 
and excellent wines and beer, and that we 
were everywhere treated with the utmost 
consideration and friendliness. Passports 
and car-passes we had to have, of course; 
but we were never asked to show them. 


THE GLAMOUR OF WORMS. 


We left Wiesbaden in the evening of a 
hot July day, crossing the Rhine to the 
left bank, by the fine road-bridge which 
gives access to Mainz, and in little over 
an hour we Were in Worms. Our way had 
lain through cornfields and vineyards (the 
famous “‘Niergteiner’’ among the, latter), 
with stretches of placid Rhine upon our 
left, and little pleasant townships.

Belfast Trams.

It is interesting to note that the Belfast 
Corporation is planning a campaign with 
a view to having a speedier service of 
trams in the city. The Council has come 
to an agreement with the omnibus com- 
panies, whereby it will take over fifty 
"buses, and have complete control of the 
traffic within the city boundaries and for 
a quarter mile beyond. One new car has 
already been secured, which is capable of 
a high speed, approximating sixty miles 
an hour, but of course such a, rate would 
be impossible on the streets of Belfast, 
This new car, which has been brought 
from across the water, in a sense on trial, 
is of a different design from the older 
ones, the seats in the saloon being on the 
same Jines as those of the upper deck. 

The 'buses, though there is a lot to be 
said against them, have certainly been re- 
sponsible for bringing down the fares to 
their present Jow rates, and it is an open 
question whether the Corporation, when 
they get full power again, will vary these 
charges, particularly the maximum fare 
of twopence, say from the city centre to 
Glengormlev, a distance of five miles, for 
which the former rate of charge was five- 


pence. 
Sir Wiifred Grenfell. 


Sir Wilfred ‘Grenfell, who lectures this 
evening at 8 o'clock and to-morrow at 4 
in the lecture room of the Roval Dublin 
Society. has carried on medical work for 
thirty-five vears among the fishermen of 
Labrador and Northern Newfoundland. 
During these wears he established four 
hospitals, seven cottage hospitals. a 
hospital steamer, launches attached to 
each hospital, and numerous orphanages 
and schools.

Free State Road Fund. 


The statement made by the Minister for 
Local Government the other day in the 
Dail that the balance of £300,000 which 
remains to the credit of the £2,000,000 
Road Loan, has been allocated to county 
councils for road making, and that these 
bodies have failed to take advantage of 
their advances, is difficult to reconcile 
with the report issued some months ago 
by the Chief Roads’ Engineer. that the 
whole of the loan would spent during 
the autumn months which have passed. 

Apart from the ene á for improving 
and maintaining our roads, the fact that 
unemployment increases while large sums 
of available money remain unspent would 
seem to indicate that something is really 
seriously wrong with the whole Free State 
road-making administration. The remedy, 
as has been so frequently urged by students 
of the road problem, is surely to place the 
work of making and maintaining national 
highways in the hands of a central] road- 
making authority. So long as four or five 
bodies are responsible for Jooking after 
the road between Dublin. and Bray, and 
another half-dozen share the responsibility 
for the highways from Dublin to Cork, 
there would appear to be little hope for 
either economy or progress. 


County Councils Warned. 


Evidence that, the Ministry for Local 
Government is alive to the danger that 
roads which have recently cost thousands 
of pounds per mile to make are breaking 
down owing to the failure of county 
councils to maintain them, is forthcoming 
in a circular which the Ministry have 
recently sent to Free State county councils. 
In the letter each county council is asked 
to anticipate the estimates which should 
come up in the ordinary way next April 
by pledging itself in advance to contribute 
a certain propoition of the cost of main- 
tenance for the financial year 1929-1930. 

From the wording of the circular it is 
quite evident that the intention of the 
Minister is only to make grants from the 
Road Fund towards maintenance work in 
proportion to the amounts which county 
councils themselves now undertake to con-

A RARE COELECTION. 


In 1896 some workmen engaged in 
clearing a set of apartments at the Tower, 
discovered a passage which was crowded 
to the ceiling with relics of the past. On 
examination the treasure-trove proved to 
be of considerable value and interest; and 
by Queen Victoria’s order it was conveyed 
to Windsor Castle to form the nucleus of 
the private museum to which, to her last 
day, she made constant additions. In this 
museum, arranged in ylass cases, are 
many objects of singular interest, from a 
crusader’s sword, with its motto, ‘‘ Do not 
sheath me without honour,” to a blood- 
red banner, which floated over Bishera’s 
host at the battle of Firket.

up mainly of two things. There has been 
increased provision made for hospitality on 
the part of the Government towards dis- 
tinguished strangers. Actually that vote is 
built up by the process of estimating in the 
course of the year and on foot of reports 
received as to the people likely to visit the 
country, 

The other point in which the vote shows 
any great increase is accounted for by the 
fact that extra trade inspectors have been 
appointed in Great Britain, owing to the fact 
that we are looking for an extension of 
markets and an improvement in the standard 
of Irish produce exported. This has led to 
increased work on the part of the trade 
inspectors in Great Britain and to further ex- 
penditure in convection with them. 

GENERAL POLICY. 

The general policy of tha Department is 
best looked at under two heads—its policy 
with regard to the British Commonwealth of 
Nations and its policy with regard to the 
rest of the world. With regard to the rela- 
tionship to. the British Commonwealth of 
Nations one has to look year by year for 
certain advances, and in that connection one 
can glance back at the Imperia! Conference 
Report of 1926, where is dehnitely stated the 
attitude of the members of the Commonwealth 
of Nations towards this particular Associa- 


\ tion. 


There it was laid down that the instru- 
mentality through which that Association 
was guided was the instrumentality of free 
co-operation. It was stated that each of the 
different nations in that Association was the 
sole judge as to the extent to which that co- 
operation would be given. There was a 
further statement made that the separate 
units of the British Commonwealth of Nations 
were autonomous States, equal in status and 
free in every respect, in their domestic or 
external affairs, but, while so stating that, 
there is definite recognition that in certain 
minor points there were certain points of 
admins eee even of judicial procedure 
in which recoghition of co-equality could not 
be said to he established. 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

The policy of the Department has been, 
and will continue to be, the consolidation of 
the co-equality expressed at the last Imperial 
Conference, and, in furtherance of that, to 
seek to eliminate all the forms which—in 
some of the Dominions more than others and 
in most Dominions much more than here— 
are said not to be in accordance with the 
particular definition that was given; the 
intention, in other words, to eliminate any 
possibility of doubt there might be arising 
as to the supreme and conclusive authority 
of the Parliament of this State in all matters, 
external and internal, concerning its interests. 

Certain matters were segregated in that 
report and left for discussion by a Com- 
mittee which should have been established 
this year. There, again, the internal affairs 
of each of the Dominions had to be taken 
into consideration, but, owing to the fact 
that general elections were pending, and they 
are new taking place in certain Dominions, 
it is impossible to say at this moment when 
the Committee will meet. It certainly must 
meet in the course of next year. 

CO-EQUALITY. 

With regard to the actual progress made 
in the matters that were dealt with at the 
Imperial Conference as to the elimination of 
certain points on which doubt might have 
heen raised as to whether the statement of 
co-equality was a clear and definite state- 
ment as to the relationship that existed, three 
items might be pointed ont. If I segregate 
the items I do it because they are the 
three that immediately rank as being a defi- 
nite advance: it is not to be taken that they 
~e definite advances with regard to the 

tate. 

In regard to one of them in particular, as 
to the phrase used in the Imperial Conference 
document, it must be remembered that, while 
a certain position with regard to the Gover- 
nor-General was generally recognised, it was 
admitted that there might be doubts arising 
in reference to the Governor-General by 
reason of the method of his appointment, 
or by reason of certain things done by him 
in certain other Dominions. Those doubts 
did not arise to any extent here. In so far 
as doubt did arise as to the method of com- 
munication as between the two Governments, 
that doubt no longer exists—official com- 
munication takes place direct. 

DOMINIONS’ POWERS. 

With regard tc foreign consuls, what was 
tated in the Imperial! Conference document 
has come to pass in this conntry—that is to 
sey, these documents are sent direct here, 
Pn xargs by the Minister for Externai 
Affairs 

The third item to which one might refer 
is the question of full powers issued to repre- 
sentatives of the different Dominions at any 
International Conference. It can now he 
said definitely and clearly that plenipoten- 
tiaries of the different Dominions go to the 
Conference armed with full nowers from that 
nart of the Association which they revresent. 
Each Dominion Government has its full 
powers limited. ‘There is rot given to any 
ones representatives any higher status over 
the others. :

“to transfer from the nost at 


missioner in London the present representative 
at Washington, to whose tact and ability was 
due the success in establishing our position 
in the United States. " 

“Further from that, and apart from the 
Washington post vacancy, which occurred by 
reason of the transfer of Professor Smiddy to 
London, it is the intention of the Department 
to come before the House with the proposal 
to establish two Legations in Europe. 

“The preposal is to éstablish two 
Legations; not to appoint two trade repre- 
sentatives, but to open an Embassy in Berlin 
and another in Paris. This is part of the 
general reorganisation I spoke of, and prv- 
posals in that connection with regard to 
supplying money for these offices will have 
to be made to the Dail later on by way of 
supplementary estimates. It is proposed that 
these Embassies should be opened as soon as 
possible.’ 


REORGANISATION OF STAFF. 

A certain reorganisation of staff was con- 
templated, which had been badly needed for 
some years, but which could not be taken 
up previously, because nobody could have a 
clear idea of the amount of work that was to 
fall on this particular Ministry. It Avas 
hoped that when the revrganisation took 
place it would be possible to supply members 
of the House and, through the House, the 
= generally, with reports as to what was 
lappening. When that was being done, it 
was proposed also ty clear up certain 
anomalies with regard to the nomenclature 
adopted concerning representatives abroad. 


PARIS AND BERLIN MINISTRIES, 

A new proposal would include putting all 
ofticials of the department on a detinite basis 
with regard to salary, adding to that salary 
certain allowances equivalent to the cost of 
living bonus, and certain extra allowances 
which it was thought ought to be given to 
them in accordance with the positions they 
were expected to keep up in the different 
places where they were appointed. These 
proposals would come up later. 

‘The immediate changes,” concluded the 
Minister, “ apart from the transfer of Pro- 
fessor Smiddy from Washington to London, 
are the opening of the two Legations, one 
in Berlin and the other at Paris. Appoint- 
ments will be made to these offices in due 
course. Previous to any appointment bein 
made, the Dail must be consulted with Éad 
to the supply of funds for the ofhices.''

“ GENERAL AIKEN.’’ 


Mr. de VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
his party were always interested in the state- 
ment with respect to the relations of the 
Executive Council with the British Govern- 
ment and the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. They were glad to see that an effort 
had been made to maintain the position of 
equality, of which so much had been spoken. 
It could only, however, be a surface equality, 
because the initial document denied anything 
like equality. Their principal objection to 
the vb ET EOgó é of External Affairs was that, 
instead of making clear what were the real 
wishes of the people, on every occasion on 
which the representatives of the Executive 
Council spoke they made it appear that the 
Irish people were in their present” position of 
their own free will, and that the Irish people 
had voluntarily entered into that pastesrship 
t> become a part of the British Common- 
wealth, when they all knew that was not the 
case - 

No attempt had been made to make it clear 
to those who supported them in the struggle 
up to 1921 that the partition of this country 
did not come about with the consent of the 
majority of the people. As a matter of fact, 
the British Government by maintaining the 
position in the six counties effectively de- 
prived this country of the advantages it could 
derive from being independent. The attitude 
of these A pss with regard to Imperial policy 
im general was not made clear abroad. It was 
not made clear, for instance, that if there 
was another Imperial war it was the wish of 
the Irish people to remain neutral. 

How far, he asked, had their trade repre- 
sentatives been able to increase the direct 
trade between Ireland and the countries where 
those representatives were stationed? The 
trade returns showed very little advance, and 
they wondered whether the Department of 
External Affairs was reaily active. 

While they thought that this money could 
be well expended, they believed that it was 
not at the present time being well expended, 
and they were compelled to vote against the 
estimate. : ' 
LABOUR LEADER'S VIEW. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, 8.), 
asked would the Minister tell them something 
inore of the Committee to be set up as a re- 
sult of the decision of the last Imperial Con- 
ference. He believed that the Committee 
age to be a very important one. He 

id not think that the explanation given for 
the two years’ delay in setting up that Com. 
mittee was anything like satisiactory. As he 
understood it, they had arrived at a certain 
position of admitted equali:y, but if certain 
Acts of Parliament were to be interpreted 
mir they did not coincide with that posi- 
ion. 

He was especially interested as to whether 
the Acts under which that State was set up 
would be open to reconsidetation, if there 
were things which must be reconsidered in 
view of the position of Canada Was the 
Minister satisfied that our trade representa- 
tive at New York was spfficient to advance 
the interests of their State, not only in the 
United States, but in Canada also? He (Mr. 
O’Connell) had visited Toronto Fair this year, 
and could only see one small stall in which 
the Free State goods were displayed. It 
struck him that very much more ad- 
vantage could be taken of an exhibition 
of that kind to bring to the notice of 
those people the goods produced in the Irish 
Free State. In Canada there was a great 
opening for Irish tweeds, and tweeds of the 
best quality were imported there largely at 
present from England and Scotland. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, said that in the Treaty it was 
stated that what was practice in the 
Dominions was law in the Saorstat, and, 


therefore, without a revision of the Treaty, | 


and without a revision of any Acts, accepted 
practice became law. In 1921 the appoint- 
ment of Governor-General was governed by 
practice, and the Governor-General was ap- 
pointed at that time on the advice of the 
Governments of Great Britain and the Free 
State. When the next Governor-General was 
appointed they had moved on from that, 
and the appointment was then made solely 
and exclusively on the advice of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State. The practice 
changed, and the law changed automatically. 
FREE STATE LEADS THE WAY. 

Up to the time of the setting up of the 
Free State no Dominion had a fully qualified 
and accepted representative in other 
countries. The Irish Free State was the 
first to send a Minister Plenipotentiary fully 
empowered to répresent them in a foreign 
capital. That State, he maintained, hed 
become foremost of the Dominions in the 
understanding of its position, and the better- 
ment of that position. Every move forward 
since 1922 in the Dominion position had been 
due to the activities, in nine cases out of ten, 
of that Government. 

Foreign legations were necessary, not 
merely for courtesy purposes, but as essential 
services of the State. It should be recog- 
nised that the £46,700 required for the 
Department was not all unproductive expen- 
diture. Of the £14,000 odd spent on the 
United States office, £13.000 was returned in 
visa stamps, and the Home Office had a 
revenue of about £10,000 from the issue of 
passports. This department had made the 
position of the Dominion Governments clearer 
than ever. before; it had put large sums of 
monev into the pockets of the Irish farmer; 
it had more than repaid in service the sums 
spent upon it; but even if it had not accom- 
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equality of which Ministers 

were free to leave the British Commonwealt 
of Nations at any time they pleased. If the 
members of the Commonwealth’ were a free 


r. HOGAN, Minister for Agciculture, said 
that the only point in Mr. de Valera’s speech 
was that our representatives abroad were not 
telling the truth. He made the deputy a 

nt of whatever distinction he drew 
setween “‘truth’’ and “rea] truth,” but he 
would remind him that, if the official repre- 
sentatives of the Free State was not telling 
the “real truth’ during the time when Mr. 
de Valera and his party were Republicans, 
they had a number of very efficient volun- 
tary ambassadors and representatives abroad 
telling their story. 

' GENERAL AIKEN" IN THE U.S.A. 

The latest example of their methods, as 
reported in the American papers, was one 
which stated that on October 7th, at the 
eighth annual 
Branch of the Association for the Recognition 
of the Irish Republic, a gentleman ealled 
“General Aiken ” stated that rumours were 
broadcasted during the last general election 
that if the Free State idea was not accepted 
more trouble was sure to come, and that 
these stories suggested that if Republicai:sm 
was not abandoned the British soldiers would 
be sent out of this country, and coloured 
troops would be used instead. ' 

In “i, to guestions from the Fianna Fail 
benches, Mr. HOGAN said that he could + ot 
recall the names of the paper from which he 
had quoted, but he could send the deputies a 
copy. In any case, the statement could 
easily be proved, and he wanted to know if 
it would be denied. “Was this “ the right 
dope ” to give to countries of the world? 
This was given out by a prominent member 
of Mr. de Valera’s patty, and now Mr. de 
Valera got up and preached unctuously to the 
House about telling the ‘‘ real truth.” 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the Minister 
should wait until Mr. Aiken returned, and 
then ask him about it. 

Mr. HOGAN said that he would have 
other questions to ask then. What was the 
aim, if any, of this kind of statement? Its 
effect was to give an idea that We were a 
nation of poltroons, always crying out against 
imaginary grievances. That was not the 
idea of the Executive Council, or what they 
thonght the world should be. told. 

Mr. 0. FSMONDE (Goyt., Wexford) said 
that since the Opposition had come into the 
Dail they had done~nothing to emphasise 
the status of the Free State. He was pleased 
to hear that they were going to have re- 
presentatives at Paris and Berlin, and he 
honed that France and Germany would be 
officially represented in this country. In recent 
years there had been a steady imvrovement 
in their relations with the English. There 
had been a policy of gradual elimination of 
antiquated forms, Colonial survivals and an 
assertion of the co-equality of this country 
with Great Britain had been secured. 

JUDICIAL INTERFERENCE. 

There remained a certain interference with 
their judiciary, but there was a gradual 
scientific removal of the causes of irritation 
between this country and England, in spite of 
the activities of hot-headed young gentlemen 
here, and certain hot-headed old gentlemen 
in the neighbourhood of Westminster. He 
looked for a removal of this interference with 
the judiciary by a friendly arrangement 
between the Governments. 

Mr. Esmonde also suggested that the time 
was ripe for an agreement with England on 
the subject of aerial communications. 

Mr. FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork Borough) 
said that while Berehaven and Cobh (Queens- 
town) were in the possession of another 
country, and while in certain circumstances 
they might be used in such a way as to affect 
the lives of every citizen of the State, it could 
not be said that they were in a position of 
co-equality with the Dominions. . 

Mr. MULLINS (Fianna Fail, Cork, West) 
said that one place where there was a big 
market to be captured was the Union of 
Soviet Republics, and yet there was no ea 
vision for a trade representative there. ey 
could, with profit, send a trade representative 
there—with more profit than by sending them 
to Paris, Geneva and Brussels combined. 

i Mr. H. LAW (Government, Donegal) said 
that the Ministry of External Affairs was 
about the least deserving of censure, in view 
of the immenze advantages enjoyed by the 
Saorstat by reason of trade relations with 
other countries. If Grattan, Mitchel, Parnell, 


and other eat leaders were to realise 
that in this year 1928 they would 
not only have a Parliament free to legislate 
as Grattan’s Parliament could not legislate, 
but that the Saorstat Government could enter 
into Treaty relations with other countries, 
they would consider that a very wonderful 
thing had happened. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


McGILLIGAN, replying, said that 
Deputy de Valera had asked if their repre- 
sentatives abroad made it clear to the 
Governments to which they were accredited 
that sympathetic consideration should be 
given to the wishes of the Irish people, that 
in any war in the future the Free State 
should be © neutral. He (Mr. McGilligan) 
would not like to determine at present what 
the Irish people’s attitude would be in con- 
nection with any war; and he could not say 
that their representatives should be giveu, 
officially. instructions that they should em- 
bark on such propaganda. He did not know 


Mr. 


Í that the Executive Council could set out a 
course of conduct which would be nothing 
| more nor less than broadcasting throughout 
the United States; for instance, all the 
ropaganda’ which the deputy tried to do by 
his own partisans when they went over there. 
He had refrained from going into details 
in regard to reputation abroad, because he 
had stated that there was certain re- 
| organisation on foot, and when all the detaile 
of that reorganisation came before the Dail, 
then would be the time to ask for a state- 
ment as to the lines on which their officials 
abroad worked. Why should he give details 
with regard to the Brussels office if it was 
going to be changed substantially ? 
ALTERNATIVE MARKETS. 
On the question of alternative markets, 
there seemed to be a peculiar attitude in the 
ail. He did not know that anybody 
would demand that our foreign representatives 
should be instructed to develop alternative 
markets that would not be as advantageous to 
the Free State as the British market. Some 
attempt had been made in a small way to de- 
velop additional markets, but he hoped nobody 
would be so foolish as to judge of the value 
of the work of our foreign representatives 
by the trade returns. Our representatives 
abroad had to compile an enormous amount 
af information about trade, social and 
political conditions, diplomatic relations, etc. 
As regards the Constitution Committee, it 
would be set up as soon as possible. Deputy 
O'Connell had complained about our small 
exhibit at Toronto Fair. The Dail had al- 
ready passed a small vote for this purpose. 
The reason why this vote was so small was 
the difficulty his Department had experienced 
in ‘nterestne Irish industrialists in these 
fairs and exhibitions, 


MORE REPRESENTATIVES. 

He was asked if he thought one representa- 
tive in New York and in Washington was 
sufficient to take care of our interests in 
North America. He could only say that they 
would not be satisfied with one representative 
in New York officiating for Canada as well, 
or even with a trade representative only in 
Canada—more than that he could not say at 
present. 

On the question of Irish nentrality, he 
asked if we were to appeal to the world to 
guarantee that whatever happened our 
neutrality would reserved. onld anv 
deputy be bold-enough to define in the Dail 
| what this country’s’ attitude would be in the 
next war, or even what its attitude was in 
1914? 

It had been s ted that our herring 
trade with Russia suffered as a result of lack 
of diplomatic relations with that country. 
He would like to have evidence of that. It 
had never hefore heen suggested that the lack 
of diplomatic relations adversely affected 
either side. 

It was lack of money, not the convention, 
that was imveding the development of civil 
aviation in fhis conntvv.

VOTES PASSED WITHOUT 


MUCH DISCUSSION. 


On the motion that the sum of £394,000 
be voted to complete the sum required for 
Local Loans, 

Mr. MacENTEE said that as that vote 
included a proportion of the £600,000 an- 
nuity payable to the British Local. Loans 
Fund under the ultimate financial settlement 
his party would have to vote against it. 

Mr. BLYTHE sdid that an arrangement 
was made for yr ment for a twenty 
years’ period of 000, instead of collect- 
ing the interest and remitting the proceeds. 
That was an advantageous arrangement for 
this country, and would ultimately bring in a 
sum of money running inte seven figures 
into this Exchequer. 

The vote passed by 80 votes to 52. 

A vote of £3, for the salaries and 
expenses of Temporary Commissions was 
passed without discussion, 

STATE CHEMISTS’ PAY. 

On the motion of £3,195 for the salaries 
and expenses ¢f tie State Laboratory, 

Mr. KERLIN complained that the salaries 
of the chemists employed ranged from £180 
to £220—Tess than was — to a tradesman. 
The pathologist received only £290 a year, 
though he had most important work te do. 
The man holding the same position in Eng- 
land received £4,000 a year, and, while he 
did not suggest that tho same sum should 
be paid here, the salary paid was very in- 
adequate. It would not cost more than 
£2,000 to pay them adequate salaries, and 
this could be met hy reducing some of the 
excessively high salaries. He asked the 
Minister if he had considered the possibilit 
of putting the chemists on research wor 
with regard to the utilisation of peat and 
mineral resources 

Mr. BLYTHE, in reply, said that he did 
not think scientific research work could 
be done by this department; it could 
be much better done in the universities. The 
particular purpose of the Laboratory was to 
make the tests necessary for revenue 
purposes, or for purposes in eonneetion with 
Government contracts. It was largely routine 
work. He did uot see any reason why they 
should pay more than the commercial rates— 
any more than these men could get for the 
same work outside. There wae only a com- 
paratively small amount of high-class work 
to be done in the State Laboratory. 

The vote was passed. 

A vote of £5,368 for the salaries and 
expenses of the Civil Service Commission and 
the Local Appointments Commission was 
passed without discussion. 


SECRET SERVICE. i 

On a vote of £3,000 for Secret Service, 

Mr. LEMASS said that it was a bad 

principle that public money should be put 
into the hands of any group of individuals 
for expenditure in the Secret Service on 
activities which were not revealed. He wanted 
to know was it politecal secret service, and 
whether the money was being used to find 
out the activities of political opponents. 
It would be much better for the Government 
to put on the Civic Guard all the responst- 
bility for the suppression of crime. That 
body had 700 plain clothes men, and it was 
a waste of money to that vote. 

Mr. BLYTHE stated in reply that none of 
the money was spent in obtaining inforta- 
tion about Fianna Fail. They fully accepted 
Fianna Fail as a constitutional party, and 
not likely to organise crimes of violence for 
overturning the authority elected by the 
people. Stoney might have been spent 
finding out about Deputy Lemass two or 
three years ago, but not now. If there were 
no pretended military organisations, which 
developed into murder organisations, there 
would be no need of the money now asked 
for. As long as they had people talking 
about renewing the war and uttering such- 
like sentiments it was necessary to have 
money for use in discovering the plans of 
those who encouraged crime. i 

On a division the vote was passed by 73 
votes to 62 | 
ORDNANCE SURVEY. 

On the motion of Mr. BLYTHE for a vote 
of £1.542 to complete the sum necessary for 
the expenses of the Ordnance Survey Depart- 
ment 
Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) said 
that he would like to know if it was a fuct 
that this Department was still working in 
conjunction with the British Army. There 
appeared to be practically no civilians in 
this Department, and he saw no reason why 
it should not be a branch of the Irish Army. 

Major COOPER (Govt., Dublin County) 
said that Mr. Boland had suggested that.a 
man in receipt of a disability pension 
from the British Government should not 
get employment from the State. He would 
not like that theory to get out as the view 
of the Dail. Possibly Mr. Boland did not 
realise that some of the pensions amounted 
oniy to 10s. or 12s. 6d. a week. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that about thirty men 
were reinstated by the Provisional Govern- 
ment. Most of the others were enjoying the 
protection of the Treaty, and to dispense 
with their services would mean incurring sub- 
stantial pensions liability without getting any 
return for it. As to those in receipt of dis- 
ability pensions, the State could not imquire 
as to the other sources of income of its em- 
ployés, but he could assure the Deputy that 
no one was employed in this department who 
was not fully capable of doing his work. The 
Ordnance Survey was formerly a military 
office under military control. Since the 
change of Government it was a civil office 
uader the Commissioner of Valuation, but 
there was, and would be in the future, a 
liaison between it and the Army. 

It would be recalled that charges were 
made, and that some election literature tor 
General Hickie’s election was printed by 
Ordnance Survey machines on ‘office ag ov 
Investigation had satisfied him that this had 
been done by some of the reinstated men for 
the purpose of raising trouble, but it was 
found that most of the charges that the Bri- 
tish had appropriated maps and other docu- 
ments were groundless. 

The vote was passed. 


LEGAL EXPENSES. 

Mr. BLYTHE moved £23,492 to complete 
the sum necessary to defray expenses in con- 
nection with criminal prosecutions and other 
law charges. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo N.) said 
that the increase in this vote seemed unrea- 
sonable. Payments for briefs to counsel 
came to about £10,000. He took it that the 
bulk of this money went to the two 
prosecutors who appeared in the Central 
Criminal Court, and he would like to know 
why the Attorney-General could not appear 
in some of the cases and save money for the 


State. 

The salaries paid to State Solicitors 
amounted to about £600 each. That seemed 
an unreasonable sum to pay rt-time 
officials. He understood that when these offi- 
cials appeared in Land Commission cases the 
cosis were paid to them, and not to the Land 
Commission. If that was so these gentic- 
mon must be making incomes far greater than 
senior counsel. [ie would also like to know 
whether the sum set down for the defence 
of State officials was meant to pay the ex- 
penses of defending decisions of District Jus. 
tices in cases where the Supreme Court de: 
cided against them: these, and the expenses 
of defending Civic Guards in cases like the 
Waterford case, in which the Civic Guards 
were found guilty of blackguardism. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the reason. why the 
Attorney-General did not Re in court was 
that he had too much to in giving advice 
to the Government in conpeetion with logis. 
lation and external relations. The Depart- 
ment of External Affairs was very small, and 
an enormous amount of work in connection 
with it fell on the Attorney-General. he 
result was that while the Attorney-General 
was anxious to appeur in Court, it was not 
feasible that he should do so. 


PROVISION FOR WIDOWS AND 


ORPHANS. | 

The debate was resumed on the motion of 
Mr, T. Murphy (Labour, Cork, W.), which 
se of the House on the 

vision- made for widows 

of their bread-winner, 
and as to the desirability of removing the 
stigma of pauperism in such cases, and for 
tha establishment of a scheme of insurance to 
previde pensions and allowances for widows 
and orphans. It uested the Executive 
Council to prepare and present to the House 
a report upon such schemes of insurance, with 
an estimate of the cost. 

There. was an amendment in the name of 
Mr. Hugh Law to the effect that the Execu- 
tive Council be asked to take into special con- 
sideration whether, without imposing an ex- 
cessive burden on productive industry, further 
provision could te made for widows and 
orphans, and in what manner (by insurance 
or otherwise) this could be best realised, and 
what might be the cost of such provision. 

Mr. LAW said that it had been suggested 
that he had put down the amendment at the 
instance of the Government. That was not 
so; it was put down entirely on his own 
initiative for the. purpose of providing some- 
ihing on which they could all agree. 

Mr. MURPHY, concluding the debate. 
said that if there was one fact that emerged 
from the speeches the House had listened to 
from Ministers it was that there was no indi- 
cation from the Government as to what their 
policy on this subject was. He hoped the 
House would agree to have the question 
examined. The cost of a scheme of this kind 
in the Six Counties was £145,000, and it was 
estimated that: the cost in the Free State 
would be £345,000. 

On a division Mr. Law’s amendment was 
carried by 70 votes to 

The amendment was then put as a substan- 
tive motion, and agreed to. 

NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, obtained leave to introduce a bill 
to make provision for the continuance of the 
Medical Certification Fund, and for that pur- 
pose to authorise the payment of certain 
sums respectively into and out of that fund; 
and also to make provision for the continu- 
ance of a certain enactment relating to the 
application of sums unclaimed in the Stamp 
Sales Account.

SHANNON FLOOD HAVOC. 


CHILDREN GO TO SCHOOL IN 


BOATS. 


For the third time within the last nine 
months the Shannon floods are threatening 
the homes of a large number of people living 
along the valley of the river bétween 
Clunmacnoise and Meelick, a Aistance of 
thirty miles.

IRELAND. 


POSITION OF THE ROYAL 
IRISH AUTOMOBILE CLUR 


With reference to the report published 
in vesterday’s Jrish Times, under the 
heading of ‘‘ Motor Races in Ireland,” 
the Royal Irish Automobile Club ask us 
to state that the following steps have been 
taken by the club in connection with the 
promotion of international motor car 
races in the Phoenix Park in 1929:— 

(1)—This club has approached the Govern. 
ment of the Irish Free State for its approval 
and support, and has received. every. 
encouragement and assurance in connection 
with the proposed. races. 

(2)—At the General Assembly of the 
International Association of Recognised Auto- 
mobile Clubs, held in Paris on October 15th 
last, the representatives of this club made an 
application for two days on which to hold 
international motor races im the Trish Free 
State, and the General Assembly allotted the 
12th and 13th July next to us. 

(3) —This club Éás approached the Society 
of Irish Motor Traders, Limited, the national 
motor trade organisation in the Irish Free 
State, and asked for the support and ap- 
proval of its members, and has received an 
assurance that the Irish motor trade will 
support the proposed races, and, at the 
moment the Society of Irish Motor Traders 
is in touch with the manufacturers of cars to 
ascertain to what extent the manufacturers 
will support the races, if they are promoted, 
and once that information is obtained the 
organisation for the races will be undertaken 
immediately. 

“In October, 1927,” it adds, “ the 
Royal Irish Automobile Club was ad- 
mitted to independent membership of the 
International Association of Recognised 
Automobile Clubs, as representing the 
Irish Free State. Since that date it has 
equal status in the Association with the 
Royal Automobile Club of Great Britain 
and the national clubs of France, Ger- 
many and the other countries represented 
in the Association, and has the control. of 
automobile sport in its territory, as these 
other clubs have in theirs. There is no

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Speculation in Wall street has now gone 
far beyond mere shrewd discounting of the 
future earnings of Corporations. Much 
of it is not so much speculation as plain 
gambling, in which the, buyers of stocks 
count upon public excitement to give 
them their chance of selling them 
again at still higher prices. The 
speculation, of which this is the 
gambling phase, arose inevitably out 
of a prolonged period of cheap money. 
That, in turn, came from the huge gold 
imports and from the economies in the 
use of capital and credit made possible 
by the creation of the Federal reserve 
system and by the improvement in the 
transport, which obviated the necessity for 
manufacturers and mefchants to maintain 
large interest-devouring inventories. 

Corporations took advantage oí. cheap 
money to refund the floating debt and 
provide themselves with aimiple supplies of 
working capital. Their surpluses. of 
capital lent on cal! furnish now a con- 
siderable part of the money being used in 
stock speculations. Then the current high 
money rates have drawn funds here from 
all over the. world. . How much has come 
from Great Britain and the Continent cam 
only be cuessed, but it runs into hundreds 
of million of dollars. 

About Canada there is. more definite 
information. The Canadian banks have 
about 8300,000,000 -(£60,000,060) out on 
cal] and most of it is in New York. Then 
the United States Government is pavine 
off its debt at the rate of about 
%1,000.000,000 (£200,000-000) a year. That 
is another potential souree of supply. Still 
another is the prodigious accumniation of 
capital over domestic needs now going on 
in this country. Finally, nothing succeeds 
like .success.: The long continuance of 
adyancing prices for stocks—it has now 
gone on for several years—has probably 
done more than any other single influence 
to convince the public that there is no 
limit to the upward possibilities of stock 
prices.

FREE STATE’S FOREIGN 
POLICY.

Diplomatic relations with other Govern- 
ments, the activities of Free State repre- 
sentatives abroad, trade prospects. and 
whether the Irish Free State should, or 
could, remain neutral in the event of war, 
were among the matters raised during the 
debate om the Externa] Affairs vote in the 
Dail yesterday. 

Several interesting announcements which 
indicated the foreign policy of the Govern- 
ment were made by Mr. McGilligan, 
Minister for External Affairs. The House 
definitely learnt from him that Professor 
Smiddy. who has represented the Free 
State at Washington for several years, is 
to be withdrawn and appointed to London, 
where the High Commissionership has 
been vacant since the appointment of Mr. 
James McNeill as Governor-General. 


LEGATIONS IN PARIS AND BERLIN. 

He mentioned also that Irish Free State 
Legations are to be established at Berlin 
and Paris, and that the whole service is 
to be Um onyperag 

The leader of the Opposition made a 
speech which he has. made many times 
before. He spoke of neutrality, of warti- 
tion, and of the necessity for making the 
position of the Irish peopls clear to the 
nations abroad. What the view of the 
Trish gh to war is, or how he ubtained 
it, he did not say; but the Minister. for 
Defence (Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald) pointed 
out that the country could not participate 
in war LT 8 by the consent of the Dail, 
a fact which is very clearly laid down in 
the Constitution. 


DOMINION STATUS. | 

Mr. Fitzgerald went on to claim that 
“in the whole advanee in the Dominion 
position the Irish Free State has been in 
the forefront.’’ 

“ Such advance as has been made is due 
to our activities,” he added. He deplored 
the talk of “ complete isolation” by 
members opposite, and pointed out how 
necessary it is to keep in close touch -with 
the British, United States and other 
Governments. 

Following speeches by Mr. Lemass 
(Fianna Fail) and the Minister for Agri- 
culture, Mr. Osmond Esmonde (Govern- 
ment) intervened. “The Opposition.”’ 
he said, “have not got the right 
end of the stick.

THE JUDGMENT. 

The Divisional Court consisted of the 
Lord Chief Justice and Justices Acton 
and Avory. 

Sir W. C. Leng and Company, the pro- 
prietors of the Sheffield Telegraph, 
successfully appealed against a fine 
imposed at the Sheffield Police Court for 
having printed, caused to be printed and 
circulated a football betting competition. 
A calculation had been laid before the 
magistrates that, assuming that twenty- 
four matches had been selected from the 
forty-four matches Yiven in the coupon, 
it would be necessary to send in 
282 429,526,481 coupens before one could 
be sure of sending in a coupon giving 
twenty-four correct results. 

The Lord Chief Justice, giving the 
judgment of the Court dismissing the 
appeal, said that, according to the case 
stated, when: the’ competition was not 
running there was a drop of 791 c®pies a 
day in the newspaper and when it was 
running there was an increase of five 
thousand a week. 

‘In. my opinion,” “so 2 
perfectly immaterial. whether the defend- 
ants in such a prosecution are carrying on 
some other business also, although well 
established. If it is chosen to annex to 
that previously existing business a bust- 
ness which comes within the meaning of 
th Act the persons concerned are liable 
to the penalty, which the Statute

I resenting’a large number of our branches and 
coming from Íong distances. These ¢on- 
ferences are red-letter days for many of us, 
making for fellowship and acquaintanceship, 
and enabling us to hear addresses that are 
mest helpful for our work. © This afternoon 
the Rev, Percy Cosgrave will speak to us on 
“The Need of Definite Church Teaching in 
the Home,” and Mrs. Glass will advise us 
“ Row to Keep the Mothers’ Union Young.”’ 

We are living in very vital times of rapid 
changes in thought and tenstoms, + it is a 
wonderful fact that the Mothers’ Union is 
now the largest body of Christian women 
united in a great purpose that the world has 
ever seen. To-day-our Union commands the 
allegiance of over 500,000 mothers and asso- 
ciates, who are standing together for their 
objects—for the sanctity of marriage, the re- 
sponsibility of .parenthood, and for fellowship 
in prayer and persoral example, At the 
Central Headquarters. Conference this summer 
one note was sounded. again and again at 
the meetings—our Central President's appeal 
that our Union should now “stand four- 
square to the defence of Christian marriage.”’ 

THE MARRIAGE CONTRACT. 

Subversive forces are abroad in the world 
to-day, and we must never let it be forgotten 
that the marriage contract is the Magna 
Charta of womanhood ; it. is woman's 
greatest protection, and is the main cement, 
as it were, that holds society together. The 
sacredness and the permanence of the 
Inarriage vow are based on Holy Scripture 
and are laid down by the Church in the 
Marriage Service. And then comes the re- 
sponsibility of parenthood, the strengthening 
of the mother love, that greatest of all God's 
agencies for the preservation and uplifting 
of His creatures—ithe mother love that can 
be the all-powerful influence that moulds for 
good the hcme-life, where the foundations are 
laid on which*fien and women build their 
character in after life.

CHURCH TEACHING IN THE HOME. 
The Rev. Perey Cosgrave then spoke on 
*‘The Need of Definite Church Teaching in the 
Home.” “Are we in doubt of the need? he 
asked, . Consider ‘the following facts :—First, 
the admitted difficulty of holding boys and 
girls in the Sunday Schools at the commence- 
ment of the ’teen age. Someone has said 
very truly: ‘‘It is not that the Churches do 
not grip the masses. It is a worse tragedv ; 
we grip them and let them go.” Second, the 
scarcity of young people, especially young 
men, in the church on Sunday. Bishop 
Barnes has stated that “probably between 
seventy and eighty per cent, of the adult 
population seems now to be indifferent to 
Christian worship.’’ Third, the recognised 
difficulty of obtaining men and women, 
especially. among the educated members of 
the Church, to teach in our Sunday Schools. 
Probábly ten per céht. of the original 
number who attend as pupils wonld be 
sufficient as staff, but even that minimum 
cannot be obtained without considerable 
difficulty.

It is difficult for some of us 
really to enter into. the present-day girls’ 
interests, they have led such different, Bves 
from those f the solder generation. ne 
life they have lived in the college, or school, 
or home, has not, perhaps, fitted them for 
the home. The older generation of women, 
when they married, quite expected to settle 
down like their mothers. But nowadays 
many of them,’ instead of living in the home, 
try to live out of it as much as possible, 
The: Mothers’ Union can do so much to 
help the young women of the present day; 
but for this it is necessary to haye plenty 
of vision. : ‘To teach anybody, we must have 
our hearts filled with the love of God and 
home and country. We want to reach the 
young by our personality, our. sympathy, and 
our enthusiasm. How are. we going to jhelp 
them to realise. the importance of their 
marriage vow? Charles Kingsley said: i" If 
the men of England are to be saved; it is 
the women who are to do it.”

“Speaking on the problem of the “ small 
man,’”’ ‘who can only obtain credit with 
the ‘greatest ‘difficulty, he said that the 
only ‘solution short of a Government 
subsidy lay in co-operation--the applica- 
tion of the principle of the Trust. He 
expressed the belief that the 'co-o mi 
credit movement in Ireland could e 
to’ stand on its own feet, free from: the 
demoralising prop of public charity.

ITS PRIMARY FUNCTIONS. 


Having stated that farmers. found them- 
selves in a specially serious plight after the 
collapse. of the boon in 1920, Mr. Colbert 
said that, unfortunately, many people lovked 
towards the Agricultural Credit Corporation 
as if it were some Lourdes Grotto of finance, 
with miraculous powers of healing all the 
cripples of deflation 

It is our experience, however, he added, 
that farmers in the plight that I have 
mentioned are facing up to their difficulties 
with dignity and couragé, and are coming to 
see what the Agricultural Credit Corporation 
really-can do and what it cannot do. 
The Agricultural Credit Corporation, since 
it deals in long-term credit, can contribute 
much towards the relief of the special situa- 
tion left over by the deflation period, but its 
chief justification does not at all depend om 
this special problem. If the boom and sub- 
sequent deflation had never come, farmers 
would still be in need of long-term loans, and 
their needs in this regard could not be 
provided by the ordinary commercial banks. 
Neither, for that matter, are the long-term 
credit needs of industry and commerce pro- 
vided for by the commercial banks, except on 
the Continent, where there are the banques 
d'affaires (business-promotion banks), as well 
as the banques de dépéts (deposit banks). 
in the countries nearer home the commercial 
banks are built for short-term credit, and the 
capital needs of industry are cared fur by 
specialised institutions. 

A MAKESHIFT SYSTEM. — 

In Ireland, the State has been doing some- 
thing to meet the long-term-credit needs of 
the farmer by making loans for long periods 
for the erection cf hay barns and other pur- 
oses. These schemes, however, have been 
imited in scope, and for the rest the farmer 
has had to shift as best he could with the 
joint-stock bank and the shopkeeper—with ‘all 
too frequent reccurse, unfortunately, to the 
mon@ylender. The whole system, however, 
has been a makeshift one. e first attempt 
in Ireland to deal with this problem of long- 
term agricultural credit on a logical and 
comprehensive basis has been the setting-up 
of .the «Agricultural * Credit Corpor 


been designed on the alternative plan— 
namely, to begin with the investor, and pro- 
ceed from him to the borrower: In other 
words, the purpose of the Corporation is to 
borrow long-term capital in bulk on the best 
terms possible for the benefit of the farmer. 
Thus—and this is what I wish to emphasise— 
the Corporation is not merely a financial, 
investigating, and marketing body, such as 
an Issuing House; it is a borrowing institu- 
tion. In facet, its primary function is a bor- 
rowing rather than a lending one. 

Now the basis of the appeal which the 
Corporation wil] make to the investor later 
on ia twofold ; first, the credit of the State, 
and, secondly, the land mortgages and other 
securities that it will accumulate as it ex- 
pands. Some péople appear to think that the 
Corporation should not trouble much about 
the second, since the credit of the State will 
in any event be the prime security for its 
borrowings. But, after all, the resources of 
the State are limited; its credit would be 
very seriously damaged if it embarked on un- 
wise borrowing.

the long run. On all counts it would be folly 
for the Corporation to pursue any but a 
sound and conservative lending policy. 


THE NEED OF LONG-TERM LOANS. 

The position of the Corporation is plain 
and straightforward, and I do not propose 
here to waste time answering the multitude 
of criticisms that have been levelled against 
the Corporation. It is certainly not my ex- 
rience that there is no need in this country 
or long-term loans with clear cut terms of 
repayment. There is a very real need. The 
Corporation is giving out loans running up 
to 20 years and over at the current price 
for short-term credit. A large part of the 
business of the Corporation consists in fund. 
ing the short-term liabilities of farmers. The 
Corporation has had dozens of applications 
for loans to pay off advances by credit, 
societies—on which only 5 r cent, ia 
charged—and spread the liability over a 
period of years. Those who so wantonly cry 
down the credit of the Corporation are cer- 
tainly not doing a service to the farmer. 

I now come to the vexed question of rural 
co-operative credit. Apart from the problem 
of long-term mortgage loans, there is another 
field in agricultural credit which is not 
covered adequately by the commercial bank- 
ing systems. This second problem, in so far 
as it affects this country, I might describe as 
the problem oí. the “small man.” I might 
even. describe it as the problem of the 
uneconomic. borrower. Where there is a 
‘reasonably close network of bank branches in 
agricultural’ areas, the substantial farmer 
need ‘not be at a loss for short-term credit 
facilities. . But even where such a network 
‘exists—as it does in Ireland—there are stiil 
left large numbers of small holders who are 
unable to obtain credit, except with great 
difficulty and inconvenience, for the reason 
that their assets, turnover and borrowing r 
quirements ate mostly so small that it would 
be unprofitable for a commercial lender to 
do business with them. 


THE PROBLEMS OF THE SMALL MAN. 
The importance of the problem at home is 
sufficiently indicated by the fact that 70 per 
cent. of the farmers in the Free State are 
of thirty acres and under. The only solution 
for this problem of the small man—short of 
a Government. subsidy—appears to lie in co- 
pperationy. 20m t.is to say, the application. of 
the principle of the trust. The co-operative 
society,. by borrowing in bulk, can offer..a 
profitable transaction and a. round security 
to the commercial Jender. Moreover, the 
principle of co-operation. has the e ui 
givitig reality ‘to the potential security which 
most smal! farmers ; in the shape of 
their ‘industry and i by. eee 
Tt seems to me that the whole problem of 
co-operative credit, is the problem of turning 
the ‘business. of making small loans at a 
reasonable rate of interest into a commercial

PURPOSES OF LOANS. 

Loans may be sanctioned only for the 
Ollowing purposes :—(1) Purchasing seeds, 
manures and feeding-stuffs, and paying wages 
to agricultural workers; (2) purchasing farm 
vehicles, farm machinery, utensils and imple- 
ments, and effecting repairs thereto; (3) pur- 
chasing live stock, draught animals and 
poultry ; (4) erecting and repairing buildings ; 
(5) effecting improvements in agricultural 
land; (6) repaying debts incurred wholly or 
mainly for any of the foregoing purposes. 

TERMS OF REPAYMENT. 

All loans for a period exceeding one year 
will be repayable by equal annual instalments 
of principal. The maximum period to be 
allowed for repayment of a loan varies ac- 
cording to the purposes fer which the loan is 
required as follows :— : 

(1) For the purchase of seeds and payment 
of wages~If the loan is issued on or before 
May 31; payment must be made in full the 
same year (on November 20). If after May 
ól, only interest will be payable the same 
year, and the principal will be payable in 
full on November 20 of the following year. 
(2) For the purchase of feeding-stuffs or 
manures—Payment of principal on November 
2) of the year following that in which the 
loan is issued. 

(3) For the purchase or repair of farm 
vehicles, machinery or implements. —Repay- 
ment in three equal annual instalments. 

_(4) For the purchase of store cattle, store 
pigs, draught animals or feeding sheep.—Re- 
ee in five a eee! annual instalments. 

5) For the pure of milch cows and for 
all other purposes.—Repayment in seven equal 
annual instalments.

Mr. M. R. HEFFERNAN, T.D., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs, pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to Mr. Colbert, said 
that farmers. were having it dinned into their 
éars that they should slavishly imitate the 
rieultural methods of other countries, until 
the very name of that admirable farming 
country,. Denmark, stank in the nostrils of 
intelligent. Irish farmers. Unwise adoption 
of systems pursued in other countries might 
easily result in disaster, and set back the 
scientific development of agriculture for years. 
Agricultural conditions in no two countries 
are alike, and they in Ireland would have to 
evolve and develop the system best suited to 
their climate and economic and political con- 
ditions. Mr, Colbert and his fellow-directors 
recognised that they must go slowly, so that 
the structure which they would eventually 
erect would be based on the special require- 
ments of the industry. He was not preety 
perturbed by the complaint that the Agricul- 
tural Credit’ Corporation was moving too 
slowly to meet the requirements of the farm- 
ing community. 
**T beheve,” he added, “ that it would be 
a great disaster, and would redound to the 
permanent disadvantage of'the agricultural in- 
dustry in this country, if the Corporation had 
launched out on a hasty and lavish distribu- 
tion of their funds to all applicants. The 
very delays which have taken place, and the 
exacting inquiries which haye been made, will 
bring home to prospective borrowers that it 
is not an easy matter at any time to obtain 
a loan from a banking institution run on 
commercial lines, and that before making an 
advance the Corporation, in common with 
other banks, will have to be satisfied that the 
loan is secured. Were it otherwise, the ad- 
vances made by the Corporation would be 
grants or subsidies, not loans, and eventually 
the posses would fall on the taxpayers, the 
majority of whom are farmers. 

Mr. P. J. Power, Ballinclough Creamery 
Society, seconded the vote. 


MR. JOSEPH JOHNSTON. 

Mr. Joseph Johnston, F.,T.C.D., said that 
the meaning of financing was to effect a 
temporary, but fruitful, marriage between 
under-capitalised producers and the super- 
fluous money of other persons. Irish agri- 
culture was greatly under-capitalised. It was 
estimated that $4,000,000 extra could be 
profitably used. There was no way in which 
our wealth could be more rapidly increased 
than by intensification of agricultural pro- 
duction, There ought to be an agricultural 
credit society in every agricultural parish, 
and if there existed 500 or 1,000 of such 
societies, then the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration ‘could function effectively, co 
ordinating their finance and doing all possible 
to increase their influence over and useful- 
ness to their members. 

He understood that the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union organised the shipment and 
sale of its members’ pigs, cattle, and lambs 
in England. Per contra, the Cork Farmers’ 
Union sold coal, feeding stuffs, and manures 
to its members, at a great saving to them; 
but the trade was limited, because it cold 
only sell for cash, and its members could 
not always pay cash. He suggested that 
each branch constitute itself a mutual 
guarantee society for its members by taking

REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald moved the rejec- 
tion of the bill; on the ground that it 
sacrificed public utility to private gain, and 
violated sound constitutional practice. The 
Imperial Conference had simply played into 
the hands of the Government, and consti- 
tuted itself a go-between, with the Govern- 
ment on one hand and private interests on 
the other.

A MARCONI LETTER. 

Mr. Withers, Conservative member for 
Cambridge University, who is a solicitor by 
profession, caused a mild sensation by read- 
ing a letter which he said the Marconi Com- 
vany had sent to their shareholders. This 
letter stated that the board would have to 
frame a scheme defining the terms on which 
the shares ‘in the merger company would bt 
offered to the holders of different classes of 
sharés in the Marconi Company. - 
letter . went . on:—‘‘It “is . the 
tion of the board that 
exchange of shares shall be made, not on the’ 
basis of liquidation or winding up, but shall 
be such as the Board considers fair and 
equitable as between the different classes is 
shareholders.”” This, he said, ' was ' 
manoeuvre by which the legal rights of the 
various shareholders would be ousted by some 
trick. 

In the subsequent debate the only bright 
remark came from Mr. James Stewart, who 
said that the policy of the Government was 
to buy in Tiffany’s and sell in Woolworth’s. 
‘Sir John Gilmour, replying to the debate, 
denied the suggestion which had been made 
that the members of the Conference entered . 
upon the discussion as to the course to be 
adopted with their minds already made up. 
On a division, the amendment was de- 
feated by 258 votes.to 134, and the bit was 
read a second time. 


IRISH FOLK-LORE. 


DR. HYDE’S PLEA. 

Lecturing on “Irish Folk-Lore " at a meet. 
ing in the Rathmines Town Hall last night, 
at which the Rev. R. Fleming, P.P., pre 
sided, Dr. Douglas Hyde, having spoken of 
the work which is being done in other 
countries to gather and preserve folk-lore, said 
that the national value of folk-lare was 
beyond reckoning. If it was allowed to die 
in Ireland ungathered—and it would die 
within the next fifteen years—the Irish people 
would be writing themselves down as dunces 
in the eyes of Europe. 

He pleaded for help for the Irish Folk-Lore 
Society, which had already published several 
volumes of these tales in their journal, Funds 
were required to carry on the good work.

BLACKROCK PROVIDES BASIS 
FOR LEGISLATION. 
Blackrock Urban Council last night unani- 
mously passed a resolution, proposed by the 
Chairman Mr. T. J. McKenna, requesting 
the Free State Government to incorporate 
certain principles in the legislation expected 
in connection with the Report of the Town 
Tenants Commission, 1927. These principles 

were stated as follow :— te 

(1). On the expiration of all existing build- 
ing leases the person entitled shall have the 
right to a lease in perpetuity at a variable 

round rent based, say, on 5 per cent. of the 
jetting value of the ai 

(2). If the ground landlord has expended 
money on a premises during the currency of 
the lease by the effecting of improvements, 
he shall be entitled on renewal to an addi- 
tion representing 5 per cent. of the total 
amount so expended, , 

(3). All future leases for building purposes 
shall be in perpetuity and at a variable 
ground rent of 5 per cent. of letting value. 

(4). All revenues in the nature of ground 
rents,accruing wholly or partally as a result 
of municipal developments and improvements 
shall be liable for a special financial contribu- 
tion to the local authority concerned on a 
basis to be determined by a duly constituted 
independent authority. 

The resolution further embodied the 
opinion that the adoption of proposals of 
this character would lead to better and more 
rapid development of the cities and towns, 
and contribute substantially to the solution 
of the housing problem. 

Mr. McKenna pointed out that the first 
three clauses were designed to deal with the 
system under which, when the lease of a dwell- 
inghouse site exvired, the owner of the house 
was compelled either to make a free gift of 
the property to the Jandlord, or to seek a 
renewal of the lease on whatever terms and

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ARTIFICIAL SILK MARKET, 
A PATCHY TRADY. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
MANCHESTER, Wednesday. 

Though there has been a slight improve. 
ment in the demand for artificial silk fabrics 
it is insufficient to enable manufacturers t 
run their machinery, at full capacity. The 
trade is far too patchy to be satisfactory. 
Dress fabrics, especially of the plain vario- 
ties, are in good demand for the home trace 
and for shipment, and. furnishing cloths, 
printed fabrics, linings, and coatings have 
gone through in fair quantities for several 
markets. eg 

India is doing better, and is buying fancy 
bordered dhoties and striped fabrics with 
more freedom. 

Some fairly substantial purchases of 
sateens, lingerie, fabrics and fancies have 
b made by. South America, and several of 
the Colonial outlets have done a steady mis- 
cellaneous trade. 

Cloths containing a high percentage of arti- 
ficial silk are meeting with more attention, 
but the quantities booked are only small. 

There are strong complaints of price 
cutting in acetate yarns. 
dance of low quality viscose yarns. 

Advance details of exports of cotton and 
artificial silk mixtures in October reflect 
seasonal depression. Exports totalled 
6.9 million yards, against 8.5 million in Sep- 
tember, and 6.5 in October last year. 

The decrease is serious in Benga! and in 
the rubber-producing countries; but South 
America, West Africa and the Colonies are 
all keeping up well. 

Wool and artificial silk mixtures are also 
adversely affected by reduced American 
demand.

The outbreak occurred between 9.30 and 
10 a.m. on the first floor, which, with the 
ground floor, was occupied by Mrs. Robert 
MacDermott and her two children. On the 
floor above lived Mr. and Mrs. Rogers, with 
two children, and the top flat was occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Murray, a newly-married 


couple. 

THE OUTBREAK, ' 

Michael Lacey, who was doing painting. 
work on the. flat above, ened. . Mrs. 
\lacDermott cry out for help, and when he 
got down the room was well alight. He 
snatched up Mrs. MacDermott’s baby, aged 
five months. It was slightly burned on the 
head. Lacey rushed out of the house across 
to Mr. Kells, a building contractor, on the 
opposite side of the road, and called on him 
to bring a ladder, as there were other people 
in the house. George and John Kells and 
two younger members of the family—William 
and Edward Kells— promptly got a ladder 
and came over. 

Lacey and George Kells endeavoured to get 
up the stairs, but were driven back by the 
smoke. The Kells family then raised a 
ladder to the upper windows. Sergeant 
Lynch, 25 F, of the Civic Guards, who was 
passing ‘in a "bus noticed smoke and flames 
issuing from the lower windows of the house. 
He left the "bus-and ran to the house. 
George Kells ag then climbing the ladder. 
Kells called dowh that he thought there were 
people in danger above. a0 

EXCITING RESCUES. 

Just then Mra. Rogers came to a second- 
storey window with a baby in her arms. She 
cried out “ Save us; save us;” and Kells. 
running up the ladder, followed by Sergeant 
Lynch, seized the baby and passed it down 
to Sergeant Lynch, who took it to the 
ground. George Kells, despite the smoke, 
got in through the window, and found there 
Mrs. Rogers and her five-year-old boy and 
Mrs. Murray, from the flat above. — Mrs. 
Murray, when she heard the alarm of fire. 
hurried down, but, owing to flames and 
smoke below, took refuge in Mrs. Rogers’s 
flat. Here al] had to remain while Mr. John 
Kells, who is an ex-Dublin Metropolitan 
policeman, and Mr. George Kells’s two sons, 
William and Edward, were raising a long 
ladder to the roof in front of the house. 

Sergeant Lynch, having put the MacDer- 
mott baby in safe hands, entered No. 2 Eaton 
square, the house of Mr. Cecil Tyson, and 
telephoned for the Dublin Fire Brigade and 
to the Civie Guard stations at Blackrock and 
Kingstown, By this time the Blackrock Fire 
Brigade had arrived, and began to deal with 
the fire. The Kingstown Brigade also ar- 
rived, and a number of Civic Guards from 
Kingstown and Blackrock stations. 

RESCUER IN DANGER. 

As socn as the Kells brothers got their 
ladder to the roof they brought up a seot 
ladder, which was placed along the uw) 
adjoining roofs from the skylight, and Ly 
this means Mr. George Kells was able to lead 
the two women and the small boy from t+ 
burning house to Mr. Tyson’s house. ne 
flames had quickly mounted through No 1 
Eaton square. John Kells was on the roof 
endeavouring to break the connection beiwacn 
the two houses to prevent the spread of *h- 
fire. Sergeant Lynch noticed that he was ia 
imminent danger, and called to him to get 
clear, but before he could pass*to the next 
roof the fire burned part of one of the legs of 
his trousers. 

Fortunately the Dublin Fire Brigade had 
now arrived, and under the direction of 
Captain Power directed a powerful stream 
of water on the burning house. The fire had 
got too firm a hold of No. 1, however, to be 
stayed, and the place was burned out, and 
all the flowrs and the roof collapsed. Civie 
Guards, firemen, and willing volunteers were 
engaged in removing furniture from the 
threatened house next door. Young William 
Kells, son of John Kells received severe 
injury. A glass reof gave way from the 
heat, and fell on him. He was “e “ndly cut 
by a sheet of glass which fell on his ‘soulder 
that he had to be taken to Monkstow:: Yospi- 
tal, where he was detained. 

The fire was prevented from reaching the 
adjoining property.

THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 

The Honorary Secretaries reported that 
three meetings of the Executive Committee 
had been held, and an abstract of their pro- 
ceedings was presented and accepted. Refer- 
ence was made to the Censorship of Publica- 
tions Bill at present before the Dail, and the 
Dean of Christ Church, Dublin, explained the 
action taken by the Executive Committee and 
the Dublin Christian Citizenship Council in 
representations to the Government of the 
Free State as to necessary amendments of 
the measure. The Council approved of what 
had been done. 

Professor Wigham, M.D., introduced a dis- 
cussion on penal laws and prison reform. 
Principal Paul was requested to obtain in- 
formation upon the situation in Northern 
Ireland, and the subject was referred for 
consideration and report to the Dublin 
Christian Citizenship Council. 


BETTING LEGISLATION. 

On the motion of Mr. Charles Eason. the 
following resolution was adopted :—‘‘ That 
the United Council of Christian Churches 
have noted that the Betting (Juvenile Mes- 
sengers) (Scotland) Act, 1928, was passed by 
the Imperial Parliament in August, 1928, 


— and they recommend that the Government 


of Northern Ireland should be urged to intro- 
duce a bill on the same lines without delay.” 
the Rev. J. 8. Rutherford, M.A. urged 
that efforts should be made to extend the 
formation of branches of the League of 
Nations Union and the League of Nations 
Society of Ireland, and it was mentioned that 
it was possible for Church congregations to 
beco.ne affiliated to the League of Nations 
Union. 
_ The Council directed that a meeting of the 
Executive should be held in Belfast and 
another in Dublin to prepare the report and 
agenda for the next meeting of the Council 
& Dublin on the 21st March, 1929.

STUDENTS IN PREPARATORY 


SCHOOLS. 


The Archbishop of Dublin, having referred 
to the importance of the work that the 
College was doing for Church and State, 
asked those who were being trained there 
not to regard their profession merely as a 
profession, or a calling in life, but as an 
act of public duty and service. He said that 
they were to bear a public burden, and on 
them, to a very large extent, rested the de- 
ciding of the question—‘‘ What is the next 
generation to be like?” The whole Church 
depended on its children. Referring to the 
fire which took place in the College two 
years ago, he said that something like £10,000 
had been spent in rebuilding and repairing 
the affected premises. 

The Archbishop then dealt at some length 
with the subject of entrance to the Training 
Colleges. Formerly, he said, it was the 
opinion that students in the upper grades of 
the primary schools made g candidates, 
and that system was carried on until the 
Government changed their policy. Now 
students for entrance should come from 
secondary schools, which meant a trémendous 
change in their entire outlook. The Govern- 
ment had come to their help to a certain 
extent. There were two ways of entering the 
Training College—one was through the new 
Preparatory Colleges, and the other was 
through secondary schools, by means of 
pupil teachers. There were five or six Pre- 
paratory Colleges in the Free State, the 
object of which was to train up school 
teachers in a Gaelic atmosphere. here was 
a Protestant Preparatory College at Glas- 
nevin, of which he himself was the manager. 
On visiting the Gollege last week he was 
surprised to find so many as 46 pupils, all of 
them Protestants—boys and girls—who were 
undergoing training, and it was to him a 
great satisfaction—he did not say anything 
about the Government's policy; he was taking 
1} for granted that that was their policy, 
that it was in being, and that they should 
accept it—that so many Proiestant parents 
had seen their way to take the benefit of 
that Preparatory College. He would like to 
see it still more successful. 

It is, he said, a thing of enormous import- 
ance that we should accept the situation in 
regard to Irish speaking and teaching as it is. 
It is of enormous importance that our 
teachers should not merely be feeling their 
way after a language while teaching; but 
should be able to think-in it and speak it, 
not as foreigners,- but in a certain sense as 
natives. That principle is being carried out 
with very great care in the Preparatory 
College at Glasnevin. 

In three years, he continued, these young 
people would be entering their training col- 
lege. The Government had treated them with 
great liberality, apd, in a way, he would not 
ask for anything better, excepting, of course, 
their policy. He could not- ask for anything 
more fair or friendly than the way in which 
the Government had treated them in that 
particular matter. Therefore, he hoped 
on the part of many of their people that 
their children would go through the 
preparatory college in order to get into their 
training colleges. The other part of the Go- 
vernment’s policy to get entrants for 
training colleges was through the secondary 
schools. 

THE GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 

“ There is one other matter to which,” said 
the Archbishop, “I desire to refer. It is a 
matter of the greatest importance that we 
could be called on to deal with. The Go- 
vernment have before them a proposal which 
I understand they have as a Government ac- 
cepted. They have not yet communicated 
the terms of the proposal in any definite or 
official way to the training colleges; but the 
colleges know something about it. The 
Government have in view a proposal altering 
the basis of grants to training colleges. That 
may be a matter of the most serious import 
to us and to every other training college. 

I do not know enough about the scheme 
yet or how far it will affect us; but one of 
the things threatened is to lower the number 
of licensed places in our training college. 
At the  present- moment we et á 
certain grant on a certain licensed 
number of those resident. If the Govern- 
ment reduces that number, and only pays 
us per head on a reduced number, it may 
mean—TI shall not say the ruin of the place, 
but something approaching it. It is one of 
the most serious questions that have come 
before us since the new basis was created 
by the British Government eight or nine years 
ago. We have got a very heavy cloud over 
our horizon, and we may have a very anxious 
story to tell you this time next year. 


PUPIL TEACHERS’ SCHEME, 

The Bishop of Tuam, in proposing the 
adoption of the report, said that as an old 
secondary teacher he felt rather more 
interested in the pupi! teachers’ training 
scheme—the scheme to ‘link up secondary 
schools with training colleges. Of course, he, 
too, was interested in primary schools. He 
thought that all their education should. as 
far as possible, be linked up. That had been 
a defect in the past. 

There had been no official connection 
between the secondary school and the training 
college. That official connection had been 
sup fied by the scheme referred to by the 
Archbishop, If pupils in, secondary schools 
got the Intermediate examination and did 
well in Irish, then they might, if they wished, 
be granted assisted scholarships in certain 
secondary schools which would train them as 
pupil teachers. 

The schools chosen were Mountjoy, for 
boys, and Celbridge, for girls; from which 
they would enter the Kildare Place Training 
College. As in ptimary schools, averages 
were also considered in secondary schools, 
and he would express the hope that to 
secondary school would refuse to let pupils 
go forward for training as pupil teachers to 
these two secondary schools simply on 
account of keeping up their own average. 
(Hear, hear.) This scheme, if in operation 
long ago, would have been a great advantage, 
and it would be nów in linking up education. 
He wished that the scheme could be ex- 
tended. He had often thought what a great 
thing it would be if in England some of the 
boys in the secondary and public schools 
should go and teach in the Board schools. It 
would he a apse missionary work, and would 
get some the spirit of the higher school 


into the Board schools. 


OPPORTUNISM. 
Speaking of their attitude towards the 
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resent arrangements of education in Ireland, 

said that in any education they ought 
to be idealists, and, while idealism was 
right, it very often ‘happened that they 
should be opportunists a deal in 
practice. atever their views might be 
about the subject of Irish—however they 
might try to alter those arrangements as 
teachers and as students—the subject was 
here, and they should learn it. They ought 
to be rtunists, and there was no reason, 
to him, why, within a short time, 
their Protestant schools should not be as 
roficient in this subject as any other schools. 

ey were handicapped at the beginning— 
they did not begin in time—but it was their 
duty at present to become proficient in this 
subject. He was not saying that the present 
system was what they liked—he was far 
from thinking that—but they had to do the 
best they could in the conditions in which 
they found themselves. 
He was sure they all sympathised with 
Principal Hodges on taking up his work at 
this particularly anxious time; but they had 
every confidence in him, because he had done 
such good work educationally for the Church 
of Ireland. Under his guidance the College 
would, in spite of difficulties, go on and do 
great work for the country and the Church. 
(Applause. ) 

THE NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 

The Bishop of Cashel seconded the motion. 
He spoke on the general question of education 
in relation to the Church. In consequence 
of the serious fall in the numbers of their 
children, he said, some of their schools had 
to be closed, and in many other places the 
position was very insecure. The State had 
gone as far as possible in giving grants for 
schools down to an average of seven attend- 
ance, and one could not expect more help 
than was already given. The _ serious 
problem of how to provide education for the 
small groups of children spread over a wide 
area confronted the Church, and every effort 
was being made to find a solution for it. 

Dealing with education in the national 
schools recognised by the State, the level, 
he said, was not nearly so high as it ought 
to be. One-teacher schools could never do 
very efficient work owing to the extended 
duties of the teacher. How educational work 
could be effectively done when instruction 
was imparted through a new language re- 
mained to be seen, but the prospect was 
gloomy from their point of view. Yet, 
apart from the language question, it was 
difficult to see how permanent improvement 
could be brought about so long as the present 
voluntary system of control lasted. 

The effect of a central controlling system 
would undoubtedly mean a vast improvement 
in buildings, teaching and efficiency, and, at 
the same time, the possibility of uniting the 
country would be vastly improved. Such a 
solution conflicted with many and powerful 
interests, but it was right to ventilate the 
subject. It was usual to use the charge of 
secularism when such a recommendation was 
made, but it ought to be stated at once that 
there was no foundation for such a charge. 
A man might believe in united undenomina- 
tional education and yet be a most firm and 
convinced denominationalist. It was one of 
the most curious and inexplicable facts about 
modern Christianity that it was made a means 
of cleavage rather than a means of 
union. (Hear, hear.) There was not the 
slightest reason to suppose that the religious 
interest of any one denomination would 
suffer; but the State took a different view. 
It did seem a great pity that in a Christian 
country no State effort should be made to 
unify the country by means of a common 
system of education. He could not help 
feeling that the best way to do it would be 


a well-devised common system of education. 


THE TEACHERS’ STATUS. 

Looking at the work of the teachers, he 
said that they were justified in saying that 
the State should recogrise the teachers by a 
much-needed improvement in their status, 
prospects and permanency of position. 

The scheme to connect intermediate schools 
with the training colleges was a step in the 
right direction, and was, he hoped, a begin- 
ning of a thorough scheme of co-ordination in 
education. The connection between that 
college and Trinity College for teaching pur- 
poses had been a senda constructive 
achievement. 

The resolution was passed. 

UNIVERSITY TRAINING. 

The Provost of Trinity College proposed a 
resolution recording appreciation of the valu- 
able results of the connection established 
some years ago between the Church of Ireland 
Training College and Dublin University, and 
expressing the hope that further facilities may 
be provided by the Government for university 
training for all students preparing for the 
teaching profession. 

Having congratulated the new Principal of 
the College on the conclusion of a successful 
year of office, the Provost said that 
the universities had now come to recognise 
the teaching profession, and that the univer- 
sity, secondary and primary education were 
different parts of one profession, They had 
felt it mecessary for the good of the com 
munity that there should be links between 
primary, secondary and university teaching, 
and it was with that conviction that six years 
ago Trinity College entered into the present 
asscciation with the Training College. The 
first period was for five years, and last year 
that term was renewed. (Applause.) They 
had been able to open a certain amount of 
art and general teaching to the Training Col- 
lege students, but by. no means to the extent 
that he wished. What they had been able 
to do was satisfactory, and the recognition 
of that College had, he hoped, added some- 
thing to the dignity and status of the Train- 
ing College. (Hear, hear.) 

If they had not been able to do more, the 
fault was not with them. They were very 
willing to do more, but they had in. their 
way the difficulty that the Training College 
was obliged to teach the programme dictated 
to it, not by the University, but by the 
Department of Education, and that meant 
that their professors were tied to a time- 
table. The day was fully taken up by the 
College programme, and very little remained 
for the University to do on its own account. 
Not only did this consideration prevent them 
from giving the students the teaching they 
had to offer, but the same conditions pre- 
vented the students of the Training College 
from joining in the life of the University to 
the extent that he would wish. In fact, the 
the contract between the two colleges was 
more external, much less intimate, than he 
would like it to be. (Hear, hear.) 


THE FUTURE. 
Looking to the future, the Government 
were contemplating changes in the system of 
this Training College and other Training 
Colleges. He did not know what these 
changes were going to be. Whatever they 
were, they would be such as the Department 
of Education chose to lay down. The State 
was the master. They had loyally to accept 
the State ordinances, and they in Trinity 
College, though not in the same way de- 
ndent on the State, intended to co-operate 
oyally as far as they could with the educa- 
tional policy of the State. It would be a 
bad day if the different educational interests 
pulled different ways—if they tried to pull 
against the Department of Education. 
Recognising the State as master, one might 
presume to express one’s opinion as to what 
ee be done in moving further the Training 
Colleges towards the Universities. The State 
was wise to consult with expert bodies on 
special matters of administration. This was 
recognised in medicine, because the State 
was interested in the public health of the 
country. It did not directly interfere in all 
cases. It did not control the medical service 
as it controlled, for instance, the Post Office. 
In the same way he wished that the State 
would use advice with regard to edu- 
cation as it did in medicine. The

than in the old days, and the result was 
pe knowledge. The tendency was to 
ave a wide compulsory course: they substi- 
tuted a choice of options for compulsory 
courses. 

The higher they got in the scale of educa- 
tion, the more that was necessary. The best 
way, they found, was to let the individual 
find himself and become intellectually inde- 
ndent. It produced a variety of type in 
niversity life on the intellectual side which 
corresponded with the real variety that 
existed in the human race, making the Uni- 
versity a much more instructive place. 
It was only by giving a large measure of 
liberty to students that they got them to 
form character. They got them to respect 
themselves in the first place, and then to 
respect their fellows. That was the direc- 
tion in which he hoped the State would move 
or allow the Universities to move. (Ap- 
plause. )

EXPORTERS’ SUGGESTION. 

At last nights meeting in Dublin of the 
Executive Committee of the Cattle Exporters’ 
Association, it was decided, on the sugges- 
tion of the Chairman (Mr. C. D. Crowley, 
Cork), to urge upon the Government the 
necessity for wireless apparatus on boats 
carrying live-stock, so that an outbreak of 
disease might be notified to the port 
authorities and others concerned. 

The Committee expressed their pleasure 
that the Great Northern Railway Company 
had decided to grant special travelling 
facilities, similar to those given by the Great 
Southern Company. 

lt was decided to communicate with the 
Mersey Port and Docks Board, expressing 
surprise that the Association’s request for 
cheaper lairage charges on sheep and pigs 
had not been granted, and requesting further 
consideration of the matter. 

RAILWAY DELAYS. 

Ir reply to complaints of stock from the 
Nenagh and Ballymote fairs being delayed 
while being conveyed by rail, the Great 
Southern Railways Company explained in a 
letter that the delay in the first instance was 
unavoidable, on account of an accident; and 
in the second instance the delay was caused 
because the stock was late in arriving at the 
station after the fair. 

PROSECUTIONS URGED. 

The Secretary read a letter which he sent 
to the Great Southern Railways Company 
regarding a complaint made by Mr. William 
Shaw that while he was removing 48 cattle 
from a fair in the country two of the five 
wagons for which he had arranged were taken 
by other people. 

Mr. Shaw said that one man took posses- 
sion of one of the wagons and another man 
took the other. When he complained to a 
railway official the reply he got was that it 
was impossible to do anything. 

On the proposition of Mr. Fitzgerald, 
seconded by the Chairman, a resolution was 
passed requesting the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company to take legal proceedings 
against any person who takes possession of 
wagons arranged for by another person. 

TIPPERARY FAIRS. 

It was decided to write tu the Urban 
Council of Tipperary pointing out that, unless 
the fairs are held in the fair green, and not 
on the streets, members of the Association 
-would not attend the fairs in future. 

A MEMBER'S COMPLAINT. 

The members considered in committee a 
letter from the Burns and Laird Lines, Ltd., 
regarding a complaint made by Mr. R. C. 
Ross, Drumcondra, that 70 cattle which h 
sent to the North Wall for shipment to 
Scotland were not accepted on the date 
arranged for their conveyance. The com- 
pany’s reply was to the effect that sufficient 
lairage accommodation was not available at 
the port to which the cattle were to be 
shipped.

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MILK AND HEALTH. 


HOW TO SECURE INCREASED 
CONSUMPTION. 


If the consumption of milk in the country 
—at present totally inadequate having regard 
to the number of children in the population— 
could be increased it would have a great 
effect on the health oí the children of the 
poor, said Sir Edward Coey Bigger, presiding 
last night at a meeting of the Irish Clean 
Milk Society, held at the Royal College. of 
Physicians, Dublin. 

Mr. George Wilson, dairy bacteriologist in 
the Northern Ireland Ministry of Agriculture, 
opposed the general notion that graded milk was 
a luxury, and said that it was economical for 
the poor, who purchased it, 

Mr. Dolan, chief veterinary inspector of 
Dublin Corporation, said that no real head- 
way could be made, whether there was new 
legislation or not, if the public retained its 
present attitude of ignorance or carelessness. 
If an increased price was paid there must be 
a proper guarantee, and the only means by 
vhich the guarantee could be of service was 
by the Government protecting, by grading. 
the milk of the producer. The quantity of 
milk consumed in this country was far below 
that consumed in other countries; so that 
there was a very big potential market here. 
In many instances children were: consuming 
imported dried milk and special baby foods, 
because of the great scarcity of guaranteed 
tubercle-free milk. 

Excessive an ! unwise legislation might lead 
to a diminished production and consequent 
rise in price. A middle course was necessary, 
and that was to have proper and reasonable 
legislation enforced and to appeal to the 
business instincts of the producer and dis- 
tributor, and, above, all, to educate the 
public. 

Mr. John Garvey, 0.B.E., proposing a vote 
of thanks to the speakers. said that in the 
Free State there were 8,000 cripples, 70 per 
cent. of whom were tubercular, traceable to 
impure milk. The women of the country 
Ought to be aroused by these ficures to do 
something to remedy this state of affairs. It 
was a woman’s job. 

Mr. Mortished, who seconded the motion, 
said that there was an urgent need for a 
campaign to povularise the drinking of milk, 
and. if they raised the consumption of milk, 
he thought it might then he easier to carry 
on propaganda in favour of its cleanliness.

THE FRANCHISE BILL, 

The Committee stage of. the Representation 
oi the People Bill was continued. 
Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) moved four amend- 
ments to the clause which provided for the 
setting up of the register of electors in 
Northern Ireland. He said that he did not 
know what was meant in the clause by the 
phrase, “in the case of a woman, notwith- 
standing sex or marriage. 
The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) said that it was the amendments 
which were not intelligible. That Parlia- 
ment had only power to regulate the elections 
for the Northern Parliament, but if the 
amendment was adopted a voter in the Fiji 
Islands or any other place could vote in the 
N Ireland elections. The whole effect 
of the clause was to set up machinery to 
enable voters in Northern Ireland to vote in 
their own Parliament. 
Mr. Cotlins—Arising out of that, can the 
Home Minister tell us if there are females of 
the male sex in Northern Ireland? 
Mr. Moles (Chairman of Ways and Means) 
ruled the amendments out of order, as they 
did not indicate the particular Parliament, 
Mé also becanse they were not sufficiently 
clear. 

THE QUALIFYING PERIOD. 
Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) proposed an 
amendment to Section 4 for the purpose of 
entitling a person to vote who has been six 
months resident in Northern Ireland before 
the qualifying period, rather than three years 
as proposed in the bill. 
Mr. W. T. Miller (Unionist) had a further 
amendment to extend the period to five years. 
Mr. Healy said that the Government had 
an emigration station at Richhill, and if any 
of their emigrants returned they would find 
themselves described as aliens—a most 
rascally performance. There were many 
people residing in the other three counties of 
Ulster to whom members of the Government 
pledged allegiance in the Covenant a few 
years ago, and if these people wanted to 
cross the border the Government put them 
down as aliens. There was no disfranchise- 
ment clause in the Free State franchise law 
tc penalise citizens of Northern Ireland. 
They were treated exactly as anybody else. 
If the Free State, he added, has thus 
generously treated your people, vor do you 
not reciprocate? Again and again Free State 
Ministers had expressed good-will and 
friendly feeling, and your reply is to describe 
you own people across the border as aliens. 
The Prime Minister was standing now 

where George III. had stood in 1771. 

Mr. Miller said that people crossed the 
border about 12th July and remained till 
the 15th, the qualifying period, for the pur- 
pose of getting votes. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that if the three 
years’ residence qualification was insisted 
upon, Methodist ministers, who were trans- 
ferred every three years, would be denied the 
franchise if transferred to Monaghan and 
returned later to Northern Ireland.
